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Sousa supporters admit voters want change

“He’s always been a strong 
advocate for local, that 
won't change,” said Sherry 
who expressed frustration 
at the public’s antipathy to- 
wards Kathleen Wynne. 

“What are their concerns? 
Some people do have legiti- 
mate concerns but some 
people are like ‘it’s a feeling.’ 
It’s a feeling? It’s hard to get 
a sense of what they’re upset 
about.” 

When the subject of 
Wynne comes up, Sousa 
supporters don’t even try to 
defend her record, opting to 
downplay her role, and even 
question her accomplish- 
ments as Liberal leader. 

“Well, Kathleen is not 
standing for this riding, 
right.” said Rina. 

It’s the latest sign the 
Sousa campaign is distanc- 
ing itself from Wynne, 
whose lack of appeal with 
voters may be a drag on oth- 
erwise well-respected local 


candidates like Sousa. 

At his May 12 campaign 
launch, Sousa kicked off his 
re-election with no mention 
of, or images of Kathleen 
Wynne anywhere in his 
campaign office or his May 
12 news release. 

Wynne, under whom he 
has served as Finance Min- 
ister since 2013, was absent 
from all Sousa’s literature 
including the latest flyer dis- 
tributed May 19th. 

In a statement to the Peel 
Weekly News, Sousa offered 
no explanation for Wynne’s 
absence from any of the 
photos in his office, but 
added, “I support Kathleen 
Wynne and am proud to be 
a member of the Liberal 
team. We have worked 
closely together over the 
past 5 years and I look for- 
ward to campaigning along- 
side her leading up to the 
June 7 election.” 

It appears his supporters 
take a different view. 


In a statement to Peel Weekly News, Finance Minister Charles Sousa said that all signs placed by the campaign follow election rules. 
"The signs in the Queensway and Highway 10 area are located on private property, and we received confirmation from the property 
owner before installing them. Based on our understanding, these signs are legal, and consistent with the rules and requirements set 

out in the municipal by-law. Any signs brought to our attention that do not meet these requirements will be moved."

‘Stop ripping my signs, says frustrated New Democrat 


Boris Rosolak has had 
enough. 

“I put signs up at Cawthra 
and Lakeshore,” he told Peel 
Weekly News, “and they were 
sliced within a day. Put a sign 
up at Dundas and 5th Line, 
sliced the next day.” 

Not only is the NDP candi- 
date for the riding of Missis- 
sauga-Lakeshore being 
outspent by a huge margin by 
better funded opponents, his 
signs have been vandalized. 

Making matters worse, he’s 
had problems finding places to 
put his signs where they can 
be seen by the greatest num- 
ber of people. 

“T’ve talked about the diffi- 
culty in getting signs when 
you're trying to get into the 
peoples consciousness. You're 
not allowed to put them on 
public lands, yet I still see a 
whole bunch of Charles Sousa 
signs on public lands.” 

In a written statement, 


Sousa says he welcomes "more 
restrictions on sign place- 
ments, especially in public 
spaces. There are some areas 
that are excessive, including 
ours, and should be lessened. 
Our campaign always follows 
the laws set out by Elections 
Ontario. In all cases, before 
putting up signs, we ensure 
that we’ve received consent 
from the private property 
owner, and that the exact 
placement and size meets 
provincial and municipal rules 
and by-laws." 

After putting up some of is 
his election signs on developer 
owned property during the 
2014 campaign, Boris Rosolak 
was ordered to remove them 
or face consequences. At one 
site owned by a developer, 
Rosolak says there were be- 
tween 60 and 80 Sousa signs. 

“I, in my naiveté, put four 
Rosolak signs. I got an email 
saying ‘you have 24 hours to

remove your signs or we will 
pursue legal action.” 

He says there’s clearly a 
much closer and financially 
“symbiotic” relationship be- 
tween the builders and both 
the Liberal and PC Parties. 
Rosolak says developers have 
had a zero tolerance policy to- 
wards his NDP signs. 

“My experience is that de- 
velopers don’t allow NDP 
signs up.” He says he's 
“amazed” by the relationship 
the development community 
has with the party in power. 

Adding to his frustration, 
“when you put it on private 
property,” he said, “someone 
destroys it. This happened to 
me in the southeast quadrant 
and then the northwest quad- 
rant.” 

The signs are $15 a piece 
and he’s on a limited budget. 
He has not considered calling 
the police about the vandal- 
ism.

At one site, he says both of 
his signs were damaged and 
he saw some of Sousa’s dam- 
aged but none of those of PC 
Candidate Rudy Cuzzetto were 
damaged he doesn’t believe 
Cuzzetto had anything to do 
with it. 

Still, he says there’s a “thug” 
mentality in the PC campaign, 
offering no proof of any such 
behaviour by the Tory cam- 
paign. 

When you add to that, the 
fact Mississauga restricts the 
posting of signs on municipal 
property, Rosolak says he’s se- 
riously hampered in his efforts 
to get his name out there with 
voters. | He wants govern- 
ment to pass laws ordering de- 
velopers to allow signage from 
all parties on their properties.

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Time to ‘sign-off on election “eyesore”, says Councillor 


It’s time to consider limit- 
ing the number of election 
signs you can have in front a 
private home, says Missis- 
sauga Ward 2 Councillor 
Karen Ras. 

“Say you have 20 signs on 
one property and it’s an 
abandoned property. What 
kind of message does that 
send? If they are on private 
property, perhaps one or two 
is enough. I don’t think peo- 
ple need 30,” Ras told the 
Peel Weekly News. 

She raised the matter near 
the end of the May 16 council 
meeting, getting a nod of ap- 
proval from some colleagues 
when she said she’d received 
a lot of complaints from resi- 
dents about the number of 
provincial election signs. 

“I know the provincial elec- 
tion period is only 28 days so 
it’s not a long period that the 
signs are going to be out, but 
it’s bothersome to some resi- 
dents.” 

Some areas the city have 
few election signs while oth- 
ers have hundreds of them in 
a fairly condensed space. 

“It depends which area of 
the city you drive through,” 


Ras said. “It some areas you 
can’t even tell there’s an elec- 
tion. It’s not even in my 
ward but it’s close to the bor- 
der so I get a lot of com- 
plaints, at Lakeshore and 
Mississauga Rd. that it’s a sea 
of signs. “ 

The area near Lakeshore 
Rd. west of Hurontario where 
Liberal Charles Sousa, PC 
candidate Rudy Cuzzetto and 
New Democrat Boris Rosolak 
are running is saturated with 
signage, with the vast major- 
ity of them belonging to 
Sousa and Cuzzetto. 

Claiming it does a “disser- 
vice to our beautiful neigh- 
bourhood,” Ras wants to

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Gas price pledge fires up Ford Rally 


PC Leader Doug Ford’s 
promise to slash gas prices 
fired up a raucous overflow 
crowd at the Mississauga Con- 
vention Centre last week. 

“It’s another part of our pol- 
icy to put money in your 
pocket, we're lowering gas 
prices 10 cents a litre,” Ford 
said before being drowned out 
by loud cheers and applause. 

Ford, who is favoured to win 
the June 7 election, outlined an 
agenda aimed at returning 
money to “struggling” taxpay- 
ers. 

“We will get rid of the carbon 
tax, this big scam as I call the 
green energy, cap and trade, 
green energy act. They're just 
scams. They re just taking your 
money. The carbon tax is just 
an excuse; they put the word 
carbon in front of tax. I can as- 
sure you it’s just a tax,” he said. 

The Liberals under Kathleen 
Wynne have attacked the gas 
price pledge as 'reckless and a 
threat to public services’. They 
point out Ford has yet to say 
how the expected loss of gov- 
ernment tax revenues will be 
offset. 

“We know that most people 
won't feel that,” Wynne said 
about the proposed cut in gas 
prices. “The reality is that the 
prices fluctuate, the prices vac- 
illate wildly.” 


Ford took shots at both 
Wynne and NDP Leader An- 
drea Horwath as people "who 
only know how to tax, tax, tax, 
and spend, spend, spend”. 

Of the NDP, Ford warned, “if 
you think the Liberals are bad, 
the NDP are ten times worse.” 

Under the Bob Rae NDP 
government of the 1990’s Ford 
said, “unemployment shot up 
28%, welfare rates skyrock- 


eted, we lost 125,000 jobs and 
raised taxes the highest in 
North America”. 

Ford did get some bad news, 
though, when the PCs lost 
their candidate in the riding of 
Brampton East. 

Simmer Sandhu pulled out 
after anonymous allegations 
were made against him related 
to his “work life and nomina- 
tion campaign.” 


Sandhu says the allegations 
are false and will “vigorously 
defend himself” against them. 
He thanked supporters and 
volunteers for their hard work 
and dedication, and predicts 
Ontario voters will elect Doug 
Ford next month. "These alle- 
gations are totally baseless. I 
absolutely deny them," he said. 

A spokeswoman says the PC 
Party has accepted Sandhu's 


resignation and announced 
Surdeep Verma as the party’s 
new candidate in Brampton 
East. 

The Liberals filed a com- 
plaint against Ford to Elec- 
tions Ontario after he attended 
a fundraiser last April in ap- 
parent breach of Ontario elec- 
tion rules. 

The complaint touches on al- 
legations Ford broke Ontario's 


Election Finances Act, by at- 
tending the event, selling tick- 
ets above the maximum 
allowed contribution and by 
not publicizing the event and 
donors. 

"We trust Elections Ontario 
will investigate what appears 
to be an exceptionally clear vi- 
olation of the Act," said Jack 
Siegel, lawyer for the Ontario 
Liberal. 
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Ending postal code auto insurance ‘discrimination’ 
could push up rates elsewhere, says industry

Ending an insurance in- 
dustry practice of setting 
higher premiums for drivers 
based on their postal code 
could push up rates across 
the province, according to 
the Insurance Bureau of 
Canada. 

In certain areas of the 
province like Brampton, the 
incidence of theft, fraud and 
accidents is higher which 
pushes up premiums. 

If the Liberal Party or 
NDP form government and 
make good on an election 
promise to end so-called 
‘postal code’ discrimination, 
those who live in areas 
where “there isn’t very 
many collisions or fraud or 
theft, this could have a neg- 
ative impact on you,” says 
the Insurance Bureau of 
Canada. 

In an interview with the 
Peel Weekly News, IBC 
spokeswoman Celeyste 
Power says location is one a 
five key factors that deter- 
mine rates. Government 
determines those ‘rating 
factors.’ 


By eliminating one rating 
factor the industry uses to 
determine premiums, over- 
all costs could go up for in- 
surance companies 
meaning those might end 
up getting passed on to con- 
sumers across the province. 

Those rating factors in- 
clude how often you drive, 
what you use your car for, 
the model and type of car, 
your age and driving history 
and where you live.” 

“By taking away the rating 
factor in one area, it would 
not be beneficial another 
area,” Power said. 

Currently, in areas of the 
province where theft, fraud 
and accidents are low in fre- 
quency, residents enjoy 
lower premiums. By not pe- 
nalizing those who live in 
communities where fraud, 
theft and accidents are high, 
the industry could respond 
by raising rates in all areas 
including those with a his- 
tory of ‘good behaviour.’ 

“The government sets the 
rating factors that insurers 
can use, “ said Power, “so 


there’s an opportunity to 
talk about innovative solu- 
tions to benefit consumers.” 

The Liberals’ promise is 
aimed at winning seats in 
Brampton, which has some 
of the highest auto insur- 
ance rates in Ontario. 

Last year, the Flower City 
was listed as the most ex- 
pensive city for auto insur- 
ance in the province, with 
drivers paying an estimated 
premium of $2,268. 

In a campaign announce- 
ment, the Liberals said, 
“families are being hit hard 
by high auto insurance rates 
simply because of their 
postal codes.” 

Power says the problem is 
symptomatic of greater is- 
sues across the industry, 
which is struggling to be 
profitable. “Everyone agrees 
on one thing in Ontario, 
that the auto insurance sys- 
tem is not working. It’s not 
working for insurers, it’s not 
working for governments 
and it’s not working for con- 
sumers.” 

It’s not the first time the 


Liberals have promised to 
bring down rates. Five years 
ago, Ontario Liberal Leader 


Kathleen Wynne pledged to 
lower auto insurance rates 
by an average of 15 per cent. 


She says rates have been 
falling and wants to do more 
help consumers. 


Thompson announces re-election 
bid for top seat in Caledon

Thompson was the first can- 
didate to register for this fall’s 
municipal election, which 
takes place on Oct. 22. Having 
served on Council since 2003, 
the former Ward 2 councillor 
was elected to the regional 
chair in 2006. 

Having filed his papers 
asoon as the nomination pe- 
riod opened, Thompson said 
that he was committed to the 
Town’s growth, pointing to 
several initiatives including 
Service Caledon and the Coun- 
cil Workplan. 

“My pledge is never to 
waiver from the path our com- 
munity has repeatedly af- 


firmed as the bright future for 
our community,” he explained. 

Thompson has also served

Ontario Municipal Association 
(ROMA) and the SWIFT Net- 
work, which promotes the ef- 
fort to bring broadband 
internet usage to all homes.

Former Mississauga- 
South Member of Parlia- 
ment Stella Ambler 
recently announced that 
she will once again be seek- 
ing the federal Conservative 
nomination for the Missis- 
sauga-Lakeshore area, fac- 
ing off against incumbent 
Liberal MP Sven Spenge- 
mann. 

The nomination was an- 
nounced earlier this month 


by party officials from Ot- 
tawa. 

Ambler, who previously 
represented the area as an 
MP from 2011 - 2015, said 
that she was glad to have 
the opportunity to run 
again. 

“Tve been privileged to 
represent Conservatives in 
Mississauga-Lakeshore ... I 
strongly believe in Andrew 
Scheer’s positive vision of 


stronger families and lower 
taxes to lead Conservatives 
to victory in 2019.” 

Ambler previously de- 
feated long-time Liberal 
MP Paul Szabo in 2011 with 
a 10-point lead, and was de- 
feated by Spengemann in 
2015 with a 7-point lead.

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Affordable housing project takes root in Mississauga city centre 


by Alex Gregory 

Nearly 300 units of af- 
fordable housing will be cre- 
ated throughout Peel to help 
subsidize the cost homebuy- 
ers, with the help of $44 
million in funding from the 
province. 

The announcement was 
made earlier this month at 
an event held by Daniels 
Corporation, which is spear- 
heading efforts in Missis- 
sauga to build 174 units at 
their 23-acre development, 
located at 360 City Centre 
Drive. 

“(This project) will give 
individuals and families the 
opportunity to reach their 
full potential,” said Missis- 
sauga-East MP _ Dipika 
Damerla, who spoke at the 
event along with represen- 
tatives from Daniels and 
other politicians. 

One building of Daniels’ 


two-tower development, lo- 
cated adjacent to the Living 
Arts Centre, will be geared 
towards offering affordable 
units, market-rate units and 
rent-geared-to-income 
units. 

Additionally, more than 
120 affordable units will be 
offered at sites throughout 
Peel, including the Region’s 
Condominium Acquisition 
Project (78 units), the May- 
field West Seniors Apart- 
ment in Caledon (60 units) 
and Brampton’s Main and 
Market complex (6 units). 

The Region also con- 
tributed more than $66 mil- 
lion to the projects through 
the Investment in Afford- 
able Housing Program. 

"The need for affordable 
housing in Peel continues to 
grow, making it a priority of 
Council to increase afford- 


able housing for residents,” 
said Peel Regional Chair 
Frank Dale. 

The new developments 
and other investments were 
highlighted as _ strategies 
previously identified in the 
Region's long-term housing 
and homelessness plan, 
‘Home for All.’ 

“(The project) supports 
our long-term outcomes 
that affordable housing is 
available to all residents and 
homelessness is prevented,” 
he said. 

“The Region looks for- 
ward to ongoing partner- 
ships with the federal and 
provincial governments, our 
local municipalities, the pri- 
vate sector and the commu- 
nity to increase affordable 
housing and create safe and 
connected communities.” 

The Region of Peel used 


IAH funding to purchase in- 
dividual units in condo- 
minium developments 
throughout the region. 

Under the IAH, both the 
province and federal gov- 
ernment is investing $1.9 
billion into affordable hous- 
ing initiatives throughout 
Ontario. 

The announcement was 
also lauded by local politi- 
cians including Mayor Bon- 
nie Crombie, who said that 
housing affordability is a 
priority for the City. 

“(This) is fundamental to 
a healthy, inclusive and sus- 
tainable community,” she 
said in a statement. “This 
new development supports 
our City's goal of making 
housing affordable for all by 
ensuring that a range of 
units geared to all income 
levels is made available.” 


Daniels Vice- 
President Martin 
Blake, who was on- 
hand for the cere- 
mony said that he 
was happy to see all 
levels of govern- 
ment collaborating 
to bring more af- 
fordable housing to 
the community, 
and said that it 
aligns with their 
development goals. 

“This public-pri- 
vate partnership 
demonstrates the 
success of how well 
affordable and 
market housing can 
co-exist, fostering 
inclusiveness, and 
is what we as city- 
builders want to 
continue doing in 
our communities."

Hosted by Public Sector Di- 
gest, the Open City Champion 
Awards recognized the com- 
mitment of individuals to a 
more open, transparent, and 
accountable local government. 

Public Sector Digest's Open 
City Champions are recognized 
under three distinct categories: 
Community Leader, City 
Council Leader, and City Ad- 
ministrative Leader. 

Brampton's very own Matt 
Pietryszyn accepted the award 
for City Administrative Leader 
last week for his commitment 
to Brampton's open data plat- 
form GeoHub. 

“Open Data is gaining im- 
portance because it starts pro- 
moting data-driven 
governance and citizenship, 
which connects citizens to 
strategic initiatives and shows 
them that cities are aware of 
where they've come from, have 


a strategy in place, and will be 
held accountable for moving 
forward,” Pietryszyn said dur- 
ing his acceptance speech. 

As Team Lead of Open Data, 
Matt is responsible for the 
oversight of GeoHub, a 
Brampton initiative making it 
easier for residents to access 
public information such as 
property maps, bike maps, and 
zoning by-laws. 

GeoHub is intended to help 
increase transparency and fos- 
ter innovation in the city. It al- 
lows for the combination of 


data-sets and the performance 
of in-depth analysis using 
maps and charts as well as the 
download of data to tell a story. 

Members of the GIS and 
Open Data team operate as 
Ambassadors at local high 
schools to share how they can 
leverage the City's data and 
analysis tools found on Geo- 
Hub. 

The award is not the first for 
the City project, as several of 
its staff previously received 
recognition for ongoing efforts 
in open data.

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Powerline Safety Week kicks off in Mississauga 


Mississauga’s Electrical 
Safety Authority kicked off 
“Powerline Safety Week” on 
Tuesday with a set of guide- 
lines to help local residents be 
mindful of electrical hazards 
posed by outdoor powerlines, 
which can be accidentally 
ripped out during outdoor 
work and can cause serious in- 
jury or death. 

"Electricity is an unforgiving 
force that can kill or injure in 
the blink of an eye," chief pub- 
lic safety officer Scott Saint 
said earlier this week. "All it 
takes is one careless moment 
to change your life and the 
lives of your family and 
friends." 

Over a 10-year period, there 
were more than 1,300 over- 
head powerline contacts in 
Ontario resulting in a total of 
23 deaths, with many more se- 
riously injured by burns. 

ESA’s weeklong safety blitz 
is reminding residents to be 
mindful of overhead power- 
lines when doing work at 
home or on the job. 

In May 2017, a Peterborough 


man died after contacting an 
overhead powerline while he 
was helping his neighbour 
trim a tree. Later that summer, 
a telecommunications worker 
was killed on the job. 

"(This week) is an opportu- 
nity to remind Ontarians that 
activities as simple as cleaning 
the eavestroughs or doing 
landscaping can turn deadly if 
they don't respect the power," 
said Saint. 

"Just getting too close to a 
powerline can kill you or cause 
serious injury." 

The ESA has released some 


pte to help residents be mind- 
ful of powerlines: 

1. Before starting any out- 
door job, first look up, look out 
and locate the powerlines. 
Keep track of where they are as 
you move around your yard. 

2. Stay back three metres 
from all powerlines — includ- 
ing keeping tools such as lad- 
ders or pruners out of reach. 
Coming too close to the wires 
can cause electricity to jump or 
"arc" to you or your tools. 

3. Never attach, drape or 
brace anything on a powerline. 
Never grab a line for balance

when working at heights. 

4. Carry ladders, pruners 
and other long equipment hor- 
izontally, not vertically. 

5. Plant trees away from 
overhead powerlines and call 
Ontario One Call before you 
dig to ensure underground ca- 
bles and other utility-owned 
equipment are located and 
marked. 

The ESA is headquartered 
on Matheson Road in Missis- 
sauga, and acts as an adminis- 
trative authority for the 
province. 


Annual Door-to-Door Fire Safety

Caledon Fire & Safety 
Emergency Services have 
announced the return of the 
Home Safe Home program, 
the annual door-to-door fire 
safety initiative aiming to 
further educate residents on 
creating a fire safe home. 

Fire crews will be ran- 
domly visiting Caledon 
homes throughout the year 
until Oct. 14, 2018, during 
weekday evenings and on 
weekends. 

Fire crews will be sharing 
a range of resources and 
tips with residents, as well 
as open up a dialog for resi- 
dents to pose questions re- 
garding fire safety in their 
communities. 

This initiative attempts to 
take a proactive approach to 
fire safety whilst maintain- 
ing alignment with Cale- 
don's stance regarding fire 
safety, which revolves 
around the key principle of 
"prevention rather than 


cure”. 

“Education is a key com- 
ponent of home safety, and 
over the next several 
months, fire crews will de- 
liver the message of being 
proactive rather than reac- 
tive,” said Fire Chief Darryl 
Bailey, who spoke about the 
initiative last week. 

The door-to-door visits 
hope to further educate 
homeowners on the impor- 
tance of electrical safety and 
keeping _ heating/cooling 
equipment in good working 
condition. 

Fire crews intend to em- 
phasize the importance of 
operational smoke alarms 


and carbon monoxide 
alarms throughout the 
home.

I heard a quote on my

the other day: “People don't 
remember what you said. 
They remember how you 
made them feel.” 

I shared it on Facebook 
and printed a copy for my 
office as a reference. Power- 
ful, profound words. 

Someone on Facebook 
suggested it had come from 
Maya Angelou. Or maybe 
through her from others. It 
seems like timeless wise 
words. 

These are words the 
politicians going into this 

rovincial election should 

eed. 

Right out of the gate, 
grabbing the Ontario elec- 
torate by the feelings has al- 
ways been the Conservative 
way. It's all very negative, 
but it does have it's audi- 
ence. The emotions they 
trade on are anger, hate and 
rage. 

This has been the Tory 
bread and butter through 
the entire Liberal era. 
They're very good at stoking 
anger and rage at Wynne 
among their base. 

Let's be honest — Kathleen 
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Wynne hasn't won any pub- 
lic relations awards. She 
made some gaffes. The To- 
ries have vilified her for it 
with their base, quite suc- 
cessfully. 

Let's also be honest that 
there is at least a base of 
xenophobes who can't get 
over that Wynne has a wife. 

They won't come right out 
and express that, but if 
you're a person who has 
connections with those who 
may be more right-wing — 
they'll whisper their “hon- 
esty” about it at some point. 

So — I don't have a prob- 
lem with someone who ex- 
ercises Democracy. I worry 
about those who would cen- 
sure people because they 
don't think as they do. 

This seems to be the posi- 
tion the Toronto Sun is 
going to take. 

Their leaked memo said it 
all: They were going to be 
the PR arm of the PC party 
through the election -- and 
they're delivering. 

What right-wing writers 
and hosts stoke is the anger 
and rage of the right-wing 
especially over Wynne. This 
is a a powerful, emotional 


appeal. 

So — who can counter 
this? And how? 

Here's something we 


seem to know from recent 


history: Canadians would 
rather a positive outcome to 
something rather than the 
mercurial, divisive Ameri- 
can approach. Who taught 
us that? Justin Trudeau and 
the 2015 federal Liberals. 
Trudeau — the guy who 
was helping a man in the 
Montreal Metro only days 
before the ballot while fed- 
eral conservatives and the 
NDP duked it out. Mulclair 
having been the prosecutor 
of Harper in the Canadian 
Parliament. Mulcair contin- 
ued that. Harper did the 
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same. 

Trudeau sailed up the 
middle with his “sunny 
ways”. 

The interesting thing to 
wonder is — if Ontario was 
to repudiate the anger and 
hate — would they repudiate 
the Conservatives? They 
have a powerful emotional 
or “feelings” control over a 
certain segment of their 
base with this appeal. 

The thing to wonder is — 
can Andrea's optimism and 
positivity cruise up the mid- 
dle on Ontario Election day 


through the anger and hate? 
In the same way that 
Trudeau did in 2015? 

I'm betting that it's possi- 
ble — and I think slowly but 
surely the polls are swinging 
away from anger, hate anda 
platform that is all slogans 
and no substance to the 
hope and vision of the fu- 
ture founded on a solid plat- 
form of political ideas. 

The other thing we need 
to guard against is the 
racism and xenophobia 
being stoked by the right. 

You're not mistaken to be- 


lieve there has been an 
uptick in hate crimes and 
hate speech against people 
who are “different.” 

Ask any person of colour, 
or of a minority religion — or 
whose first language is 
something other than Eng- 
lish — and they — (God for- 
bid !) - speak their mother 
language in a public setting! 

So - hopefully those 
among us with the capacity 
to think will repudiate anger 
and hate and xenophobia 
when we go to the ballot box 
in a few weeks. 

A great Canadian once 
wrote - “My friends, love is 
better than anger. Hope is 
better than fear. Optimism 
is better than despair. So let 
us be loving, hopeful and 
optimistic. And we'll change 
the world” (Jack Layton's 
last words.) 

That's the world I want to 
live in. Let's start creating 
that world here in Ontario 
on June 7.

Defining the Sikh identity in the States

Punjabis moved to the 
United States and Canada are 
almost at the same time, but 
have achieved very different 
outcomes. 

125 years ago, the Punjabi 
people started coming to for- 
eign countries. Several years 
ago, they were reluctant to es- 
tablish themselves here. After 
that, the struggle for immigra- 
tion started. 

In the USS. political field, the 
Punjabi community has not 
achieved much, but the people 
living in Canada have made 
their mark, serving as parlia- 
mentarians, Assembly mem- 
bers, mayors and_ council 
members, many who have 
been chosen as Canada's min- 
isterial post. 

Ujjal Dosanjh became the 
Premier of British Columbia 
Premier, noted Sikh Punjabi 
Jagmeet Singh became the 
party’s first Sikh federal NDP 
leader. 

The bigger question raised 
here is -- why is the U.S. Sikh 
community unable to achieve a 


Sikh identity? 

Currently, Nikki Haley (the 
29th U.S. Ambassador to the 
United Nations) is the highest- 
serving Sikh of note in the 
States. 

The American Punjabi com- 
munity should keep close con- 
tact with local authorities and 
political parties and be more 
active. This will make the iden- 


tity of Sikh community in the 
US. 

Recently, Canadian Innova- 
tion Minister Navdeep Bains 
was asked to remove his turban 
after a problem at a security 
checkpoint in Detroit’s Metro 
Airport a year ago. Ultimately, 
he did not remove his turban, 
which is required wear under 
the tenets ofthe Sikh religion. 


The security personnel then 
realized he was a Canadian 
cabinet minister and allowed 
him to proceed. 

However, the minister says 
his position should not have 
mattered and that procedures 
were not followed properly in 
the incident. 

After the Sept. 11 terror at- 
tacks, there were a number of 
He apa that fell upon the 
Sikh population. Some Sikh 
pave. because of their tur- 

ans, experienced heinous hate 
crimes. 

I realize that US Sikhs still 
struggle with personal identity. 
The Sikh religion is currently 
being tested. 

What is the Sikh community 
doing in response to this ongo- 
ing process? The community 
needs to play a role in the prob- 
lem of racism towards our so- 
ciety. 

Due to its unique appearance 
and identity, the Sikh commu- 
nity experiences more racism 
than many other communities. 

Sadly, the truth is that Sikh 


temples and organizations are 
too busy fighting at their reli- 
gious centres for leadership 
and money to focus on these 
problems and follow and teach 
the original messages of 
Sikhism. 

Factions of Sikh residents 
who worship at a Sikh temple 
in the suburbs of Indianapolis 
have been feuding for weeks. 

This feud erupted into a mas- 
sive fight last month in the 
Greenwood suburb, involving a 
group of over 100 participants 
trading blows. 

Some of these men were 
fighting with swords, Others 
attempted to pull each other's 
beards. 

It was all about the leader- 
ship elections which are con- 
ducted every two years at the 
Gurdwara Shri Guru HarGob- 
ind Sahib Ji temple. This is re- 
portedly the second time a 
management leadership fight 
has taken place at the temple. 

The Sikh community needs 
to tackle racism in Canada and 
the United States. 


The U.S. multi-ethnic popu- 
lation needs to be strengthened 
through community initiatives 
and it is essential for Sikhs to 
get involved in such a venture. 

Also, the Sikh community 
sadly needs to leave internal is- 
sues of leadership and money 
to the side to bring awareness 
of their broader identity to all 
Canadians and Americans, so 
Sikhs don’t face the kind of 
poor treatment Turbaned 
Sikhs has felt in the past. 

If the American government 
is giving so much respect, then 
the Sikh Punjabi community 
should also take part in the ac- 
tivities of the local and federal 
government levels, as there is 
currently a need for local per- 
spectives and ideas from tur- 
baned people. 

If turbaned Sikhs want to 
strive for political roles within 
the American government, that 
isn’t far off, but they will be 
more successful modelling 
their identities after Canadian 
Sikhs who have succeeded in 
Canada.

As nominations closed on 
May 17, the mainstream 
media reported that York 
Regional Police were investi- 
ee an alleged internal 

ata theft reported by the 
owner of Highway 407 that 
may have unsheathed up to 
60,000 personal records of 
407 ETR customers. 

uestions raised with On- 
tario PC Leader Doug Ford 
about possible connections 
of the data breach prompted 
the resignation of Brampton 
East candidate Simmer 
Sandhu remain largely 
unanswered as the party 
conducts its internal review. 

In Peel Region, the local 
PC candidates are not read- 
ily available to be intermedi- 
aries to reach their leader. 

Since the start of the cam- 
paign, a tally by a Peel-based 
residents’ association net- 
work counts 69 combined 
no-shows and last-minute 
cancellations for public can- 


didates’ meetings that were 
planned in the 11 ridings of 
Mississauga and Brampton. 

Peel residents have wit- 
nessed the usual lawlessness 
with the mushrooming of 
election campaign signs. 

Turf wars for signage are 
increasingly the lead means 
for candidate visibility apart 
from social media, as main- 
stream print press and tele- 
vision and radio are not 
available. 

We know from Missis- 
sauga-Lakeshore NDP can- 
didate Boris Rosolak how 
damage and theft of candi- 
date signs hurts the lesser- 
resourced campaigns suffer 
more when their signs are 
destroyed or removed by 
persons unknown. 

Signs are expensive. Budg- 
ets are tighter than ever as 
new election campaign rules 
are cutting into fundraising. 

At the Mississauga Matters 
candidate and resident in- 
formation night held last 
week at the Civic Centre, 
Rosolak aired his additional 
complaint about signs de- 
struction. 

In his opinion, municipal 
by-laws enforcement seems 
to be unevenly applied. 

Rosolak’s complaint was 


neither acknowledged nor 
refuted by city staff, who re- 
stated only that election 
campaign signs are not per- 
mitted on municipal prop- 
erty. 

Mississauga Matters is a 
new initiative through the 
City’s Civic Engagement Of- 
fice to help candidates and 
the next government to un- 
derstand the three priorities 
of residents, including tran- 
sit and municipal infrastruc- 


ture, affordable housing so- 

lutions and legislation which 

pets out of the way of city- 
uilding. 

City staff have worked to 
engage residents through a 
variety of platforms, includ- 
ing a_ tie-in’ website 
(www. mississaugamatters.o 
rg), print materials, e-mail 
blitzes and live streamin 
options on Facebook, as we 
as resources to help citizens 
contact their local candi- 


dates. 

On May 17, 60 people at- 
tended the first Mississauga 
Matters event at the Civic 
Centre, along with 600 view- 
ers via Facebook. 

In fairness, it was the first 
warm night of spring on a 
Thursday ahead of May 24 
long weekend and was at- 
tended by the usual stalwart 
suspects. 

The next event, held last 
night, brought 250 people 
out for the provincial debate 
in City Council Chambers. 

It was a moderated panel 
which fielded questions of 
Mississauga candidates to 
debate the four party plat- 
forms on offer. 

More than once, CityNews 
on-air anchor Francis D’- 
Souza needed to encourage 
the candidates to continue 
engaging in commentary — 
20 seconds of barren air 
time is anathema to on-line 
Facebook viewers. 

Short tagline answers from 
Green and NDP candidates 
were offset by an arm-flail- 
ing spat between the Liberal 
and PC candidates. 

There were some young 
adults who attended the May 
22 debate. I asked them if 
their views and aspirations 


were reinforced by the com- 
ments of the candidates. 

Some were hopeful to hear 
about the intent to reduce or 
eliminate post-secondary tu- 
ition, to evolve student debt 
into forgiven grants, and to 
increase a focus on experien- 
tial job placements. 

None of those engaged 
young adults could follow 
the rapid-fire series of num- 
bers, costs, or who would 


pay. 

At the end of Week 2, I 
asked my own children if 
their co-workers here in 
Mississauga, in Ottawa and 
in Guelph even knew that a 
provincial election campaign 
was going on. 

“Nope. Not here.” Eye 
rolls. “Only what you tell us 
about, Mom.” 

Better the truth from the 
mouths of my babes, then 
the lawlessness and disen- 
gagement from older folk 
who say they want the 
elected job to govern. 

I say to my babes and the 
older disengaged _foks. 
“Here’s our Peel Youth Char- 
ter. Now it’s time to pass the 
torch.”

Brampton Downtown core set 


to receive makeover

Last week, Brampton 
City Council unanimously 
approved the submitted proj- 
ect plans for the Downtown 
Re-imagined initiative, which 
will bring a _ massive 
makeover to the city core. 

Implemented by the Re- 
gion of Peel in partnership 
with the City of Brampton, 
the project includes the re- 
placement and relining of the 
existing aging sanitary sew- 
ers, the installation of new 
water-mains and_ sanitary 
and storm sewers as well as 
other utilities to accommo- 
date future growth and the 
construction of new 
streetscaping. 

The people of the city 
have spelen. and they have 
overwhelmingly asked for a 
more vibrant city core, said 
local councillor Doug 
Whillians. 

“Our downtown is on the 
cusp of transformation — we 
have a university coming in, 
a new Centre for Innovation 
in the works and this project 
is a kick-start to all that,” he 


said in a statement last week. 

To ensure the projects 
timely and efficient comple- 
tion, vehicular traffic will be 
restricted in the area 
throughout the construction 
process, which is estimated 
to take 2.5 to 3 years. 

Work will commence on 
critical city infrastructure this 
fall, with a target completion 
date of the entire project set 
for 2021. 

Throughout this time pe- 
riod, residents should expect 
pedestrian and business ac- 
cess to remain open through- 
out the downtown core. 

However, the city will 
issue intermittent road clo- 
sures on Queen Street be- 
tween George St and Chapel 
Street and Main Street be- 
ieee 


tween Wellington Street and 
Nelson Street West through- 
out the construction process 
for an estimated 2 years. 

Additionally, the City will 
attempt to maintain the op- 
eration of festivals and events 
in the area, implement en- 
hanced road signage and 
wayfinding to give the public 
enough notice as well as the 
implementation of parking 
garage incentives. 

The new Four Corners 
Streetscape project - from 
Mill Street South to Chapel 
Street on Queen Street and 
Nelson Street West to 
Wellington Street on Main 
Street - is set to conjoin com- 
muters in a safe and suitable 
manner. 


Mississauga implements first 
Dynamic Symbol of Access

Last week, Mississauga 
officially implemented its 
first Dynamic Symbol of Ac- 
cess, an alteration on the In- 
ternational Symbol of Access. 

Painted at one of the des- 
ignated accessible parking 
spaces at a City courthouse 
on Burnhamthorpe Rd., the 
symbol displays a person in a 
wheelchair in a forward mo- 
tion rather than stationary. 


The intention is the put 
an emphasis on movement 
and further societal impres- 
sion and general interaction 
with people with disabilities. 

Mississauga Mayor Bon- 
nie Crombie said she pushed 
for the initiative last year and 
was glad to see it come to 
fruition. 

“The City is committed to 
creating accessible and inclu-

sive communities for every- 
one,” she said during a press 
conference held last week. 
“This initiative is one of our 
many goals to continue re- 
moving barriers and creating 
awareness around accessibil- 
ity." 

The city officially adopted 
the use of the Dynamic Sym- 
bol of Access on February 21, 
2018, for use at City facilities. 

The symbol has been ad- 
vocated for by The Forward 
Movement group in order to 
further disability rights in 
Ontario. 

"This is a great way to 
spur conversation around ac- 
cessibility rights, and by 
working with community 
partners, we can continue 
our commitment to improve 
accessibility for all." said 
Ward 8 councillor Matt Ma- 
honey, who also serves on the 
city’s Accessibility Advisory 
Committee.

City provides property tips for 
summer season 


Brampton city officials 
are asking that residents 
work to ensure their neigh- 
borhoods are maintained 
this summer. 

Unsightly and hazardous 
conditions can be main- 
tained if owners look after 
their property. The City has 
offered several tips on how 
to keep their homes and 
spaces in tiptop shape: 

- Trees and hedges on 
property should’ be 
trimmed to avoid over- 
growth that could affect 
safety and prevent people 
from walking on the al - 
walk. 

The Tree Preservation 
By-law protects trees on 
private property. Residents 
who have a concern about a 
tree on City property such 
as on a boulevard or in a 
park can contact Parks 
Maintenance and Forestry 


by calling 311. 

- Long grass is unsightly 
and can attract rodents. 
Grass should Nein be cut 
to 20 cm (8 inches) or 
shorter. Residents who do 
not do this may receive an 
Order to Comply ordering 
them to cut your long grass 
and weeds. 

- Cut your lawn more 
often to reduce the ability of 
weeds to spread seeds, in- 
crease fertilizing and aerat- 
ing, cover your garden and 
shrub areas with mulch and 
remove weeds by hand 
when necessary. 

- Water often accumu- 
lates in children’s toys and 
wading pools, buckets, tires 
and on top of pool covers. 
This is called stagnant 
water, and it should be re- 
moved from the property. 
Stagnant water is a breed- 
ing ground for mosquitos 


and is often a safety hazard. 

- The boulevard is the 
part of residential property 
that is closest to the road. 

While this land is owned 
by the City, as per the 
Boulevard Maintenance 
By-law, it is the propery 
owner’s responsibility to 
maintain it. This includes- 
cutting grass and keeping it 
clear of garbage, debris, an- 
imal waste and trip haz- 
ards. 

- Storing damaged or par- 
tially working items or de- 
bris on one’s property not 
only impacts the appear- 
ance of your property and 
neighbourhood, but can be 
a health and safety hazard. 
Residents should not store 
vehicle parts, discarded fur- 
niture and appliances, con- 
struction materials, animal 
waste or other debris on 
their property.

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Peel School Board urges parents 


to be mindful of television show 


The Peel District School 
Board has taken the unusual 
step of advising parents to be 
mindful of misconceptions 
and misinformation promoted 
by the new season of a televi- 
sion show. 

Netflix’s “13 Reasons 
Why”, which began its second 
season on May 18, follows a 
teenage girl who leaves behind 
a series of cassette tapes detail- 
ing the experiences and events 
that led her to die by suicide. 

According to PDSB direc- 
tor Peter Hoshua, while the se- 
ries is being marketed as a tool 
to help recognize the impact 
suicide has on teenagers and 
prevent them from doing the 
same thing, he says it also con- 
tains inaccurate information 
about the treatment of mental 
health in society. 

“Series like this one can 
lead to misconceptions and 
misinformation about suicide, 
and possibly to the glorifica- 
tion of suicide and suicide con- 
tagion,” Joshua said in a 
statement late last week. “It 
does not address mental ill- 
ness or present viable alterna- 
tives to suicide, includin. 
seeking support from menta 
health professionals.” 

Joshua says that while the 
board isn’t aware of specific in- 


cidents related to the series or 
impact on Peel students, they 
have taken the step of ensuring 
that students have the appro- 
priate tools they need to dis- 
cuss their concerns or issues in 
a safe and supportive environ- 
ment, faclasling guidance 
councillors and parent notices. 

The board is also advising 
that parents can take if they 
believe their child may be dis- 
playing signs of distress or 
questions regarding the series: 

- Encourage critical think- 
ing and remind them that the 
series is fictional and includes 
many unrealistic elements. 

- Remind them that it is 
normal to experience periods 
of stress al distress. Offer 
healthy coping strategies, e.g. 
exercise, t aiking to friends, ex- 
ploring nature. 

- Remind them to always 
seek support if they need it 
from family members, coun- 
sellors, coaches, teachers, faith 
leaders, and/or a crisis line 
like Kids Help Phone, 1-800- 
668-6868, etc. 

Parents who have con- 
cerns about their child's/teen's 
mental health are asked to 
speak with their family physi- 
cian, and/or the principal or 
vice-principal right away.

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Health and Wellness - Learning The Sitting Posture

Meditation is an_ easy 
process - when done right. 

You can be laying, sitting, 
standing or walking. It has 
to be consciously done and 
with a feeling of being con- 
nected. 

Lotus Posture: A sitting 
meditation can be done in 
the lotus posture. Sit on the 
floor/ground with your head 
and spine straight without 
drooping your shoulders. 

The easiest way to do this 
is by lengthening your body 
front from the belly button 
to the breastbone. Extend 
your legs forward placing 
your knees and heels to- 
gether. 

Lift your right foot and 
place it on your left thigh and 
then your left foot on the 
right thigh. Turn the soles of 
your feet upwards and try to 
touch the knees to the 
ground. 

If there is pain in your 
knees, do not attempt this. 
Build up to it. 

There are many benefits 
with this pose including 
opening up at the hips, knees 
and ankles. Don’t over push 
your joints to do this — work 
up to it slowly if it is difficult. 

Half Lotus Posture: 
The half lotus posture is a 
beginner version of lotus and 


helps to work up to the full 
pose. 

Bend the right leg and 
place the foot over the left 
thigh with the foot facing up- 
wards. Bend the left leg and 
place it under your right leg 
and the left foot is under the 
right thigh. The next time 
ie do this pose, position the 

egs left over right. 

Eventually (or maybe not), 
you will be able to place both 
feet on the opposite thigh in 
the full lotus posture. 

Hand Position: The 
hands are very important 
and have their own position. 
Touch the thumb of each 
hand to the index finger at 
the tips to form a circle. En- 
sure that the other three fin- 
gers are straight. 

Rest your left hand on your 
left knee and your right hand 
on your right knee with the 
palms facing upwards. Kee 

our arms straight at the el- 

ows. This is a very comfort- 
ing hand pose and it relaxes 
the mind and body. 

It contains the energy, so it 
is easier to relax. 

Chin & Head: The chin 
and head position are very 
ag er while meditating. 

If the chin is pointing for- 
ward, the back of the neck is 
usually very short and re- 


stricts flow to the head and 
circulation is slowed. This 
can result in headaches and 
even migraines. 

Tuck the chin and rest it 
against the breastbone. Now

lift your chin until the nose 


bac 
finding your neck stiff, turn 
slowly and look over your 


oints forward. This will 
ep a longer length in the 
-neck area. If you are 


right shoulder and hold for 
10 seconds and breathe let- 
ting your neck muscles 
stretch. 

Slowly turn in the opposite 
direction and hold. Bring it 
back to the centre and slowly 
drop your chin to the breast- 
bone again and hold letting 
the back-neck muscles 
stretch out. Raise your head 
slowly. You can also dro 

our head back if you don't 
ave any injuries or prob- 
lems. 

Again, either hold the 
weight of your head or put a 
rolled towel at the back-neck 
area for support and just let 
the front neck muscles 
stretch out. Raise your head 
slowly and rest. 

Sitting in a Chair: Some 
people will not be able to get 
on the floor and meditate so 
they will use a chair or sit on 
a bed. If you are meditating 
in a sitting position, use a 
chair without arms. 

Start by corres your 
front as in the lotus posture. 
If you are preksutasar sit- 
ting in a straight position, 
place a rolled-up towel 
under your butt closest to 
the back of the chair. This 
makes you sit forward at an 
angle and it is easier to sit 
straight. 


Ensure your feet touch the 
floor or place something 
under the feet to feel the 
earth connection. Place your 
hands on your thighs. As- 
sume the hand position. 

Office Chair: If you are 
at the office, you can still 
meditate at your desk. Push 
yourself away from your 
desk. Ensure your feet are 
flat on the floor and your 
hands are in the hand posi- 
tion on your thighs. 

Again, if you are oe 
problems keeping your bac 
straight, use a rolled-up 
towel or have a seat cushion 
ready. 

Breathing: Slowly begin 
with a short inhalation then 
exhale long and slow. Let 

our exhalation slow and 
engthen each time. Your in- 
halation will take care of it- 
self. 

Feel your chest expand 
with every breath. If you be- 
come dizzy which at first you 
might, breathe naturally but 
through the nostrils. Do 
your breathing practice in 
multiples of three sets.

Ontario has been the victim 
of 15 years of eco-mania in the 
installation of wind turbines 
throughout the province, vir- 
tually covering hundreds of 
acres of farmland from Corn- 
wall to Sarnia and north from 
Toronto to Tobermory. 

This ill-conceived conver- 
sion of wind to energy, spurred 
on Py the province's feed-in- 
tariff program, paid land-own- 
ers about double the cost of 
electricity, and steam-rollered 
over citizens and municipali- 
ties which objected to the wind 
turbine projects, and still do, 
judging by the numerous law- 
suits filed against government 
agencies. 

This perversion of wind en- 
ergy resulted in electrical en- 
ergy rates which are the 
highest in North America, and 
have saddled Ontario citizens 
with long-term debt well into 
the next decade. 

One of the unintended con- 
sequences of this major energy 
disaster is that over the past six 
or more years, multiple On- 
tario communities and indi- 
viduals have filed legal actions 
against the Ontario govern- 
ment, many of which are still 
moving through the court 


processes. 
Similarly, Australia’s self-in- 
flicted energy crisis will incur a 


long-term debt of $60 billion 
to that country's power con- 
sumers, over the life of this re- 
newable energy nightmare. 
The pathetic ‘performance’ 
of Australia’s wind farms as re- 
ported in the AMEO (Aus- 
tralian Energy — Market 
Operator, which collects the 
output data from every wind 
turbine connected to Aus- 
tralia’s Eastern Grid) helped 
expose the wind industry’s lu- 
dicrous claims that wind 
power is a serious substitute, 
capable of replacing conven- 
tional generation sources, such 
as coal, gas and hydro. 
Demand forecasts and spot 
market pricing outcomes for 
each of the Australian States, 
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from the AMEO which, among 
other things, provides that 
data, combined with the data 
from Aneroid Energy demon- 
strates how prices in the elec- 
tricity spot market rocket 
whenever wind power output 
collapses on a total and totally 
unpredictable basis. 

In Germany, its obsession 
with sunshine and breezes, has 
resulted in numerous energy- 
related been problems, not re- 
ported by the mainstream 
media. Germany has long been 
the poster child for renewables 
zealots in Australia, who keep 
telling us that the transition to 
an all renewables future is just 
a heartbeat away. 


Since Germany has made 
enormous investments in re- 
newable energy, why isn’t it on 
target to meet its ambitious 
greenhouse gas _ emissions 
goals? 

When the first German law 
to incentivize renewable en- 
ergy (RE) came into effect in 
1991, even its most ardent sup- 
porters could not have imag- 
ined that 25 years later, RE 
would provide Germany with 
195.9 terawatt hours of 
power—almost a third of the 
nation’s gross electricity con- 
sumption. 

Germany’s Energiewende, 


with its successive and increas- 
ingly generous RE legislation, 
made this unprecedented 
achievement possible. 

The foimial goal of the En- 
ergiewende (best translated as 
“energy turnaround”) is to re- 
duce Germany’s greenhouse 
gas (GHG) emissions by 80 
percent to 95 percent from 
1990 levels by 2050 without 
relying on nuclear power and 
while maintaining secure and 
affordable energy access. 

This ambitious goal was to 


be achieved by following two 
strategic pathways: promoting 
the deployment of RE to pro- 
vide at least 60 percent of the 
nation’s gross final energy con- 


sumption by 2050, and in- 
creasing energy efficiency to 
reduce gross final primary en- 
ergy consumption by half from 
2008 levels by 2050. 

The core energy-system- 
wide targets are, in turn, di- 
vided into quantitative 
sub-targets for the electricity, 
industrial heating, and trans- 
port sectors. 

Fourteen years ago, the Ger- 
man Minister of Environment, 
issued a bold statement and 
prediction that the RE would 
cost the average German 
household "no more than one 
scoop of ice cream per month." 
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What will Ontario’s wind turbine future look like? 


In 2012, another Minister of 
Environment stated “the 
transformation of our energy 
system is not only feasible, it 

so pays off.” 

Despite such wildly opti- 
mistic statements, Germany’s 
energy transition is coming at 
a very high cost to energy con- 
sumers and to the German 
utility industry, primarily be- 
cause energy systems are com- 
plex amalgams of 
technologies, institutions, 
markets, regulations, and so- 
cial arrangements. 

Nations have little experi- 
ence intervening in such socio- 
technical systems to steer 
them in desired new directions 


over specified periods. 

To date, the Energiewende 
offers strong lessons about the 
unintended consequences of 
such interventions, but 
whether Germany can meet its 
oe of creating a clean, af- 
ordable energy system re- 
mains unknown. 

Push-back against wind tur- 
bines has been significant in 
several jurisdictions. In the 
U.K. alone, there are more 
than 120 anti-wind turbine or- 
ganizations protesting current 
installations and fighting 
against future developments. 

Among the wind cult, it’s ap- 


parently the ‘aesthetics’ of 
these things that titillate the 
senses, however, real environ- 
mentalists, not the enviro-fas- 
cists who populate anti-oil 
pipeline rallies, tend not to feel 
the same fuzzy relationship. 

Instead, community defend- 
ers across the globe, including 
Ontario, will do anything to 
prevent them destroying the 
rural environments in which 
people are bound to live, not 
mention imposing significant 
cost burdens on the populace, 
with little or no contribution to 
GHGs, the de facto reason why 
renewables have become so 
popular. 

The NIMBY charge levelled 


by eco-zealots tends to ring 
hollow, when faced with the 
fact that no matter how many 
of these things are distributed 
across the countryside, there 
must always be a coal or gas, as 
in Ontario (or in South Aus- 
tralia and the UK, diesel) gen- 
eration plant somewhere in 
the system. 

They are online, chugging 
away, to keep the grid from 
collapsing - particularly where 
the grid receives a significant 
contribution from wind energy 
- whenever wind power output 
collapses, which it can do ona 
total and totally unpredictable 


basis. 

Here in Ontario, legal action 
on wind turbine noise is finally 
taking place, under a legal 
process called “private prose- 
cution.” 

Early this month, Wind Con- 
cerns Ontario has served the 
Minister of the Environment 
and Climate Conversion 
(MOECC) with a summons for 
violating the EPA (Environ- 
ment Protection Act). 

The issue is related to the 
lack of proper follow-up on the 
thousands of noise complaints 
filed by individuals throughout 
the province in locations 
where industrial wind turbines 
have been erected. 

The complaints date back to 
2006 and have continued 
without any significant atten- 
tion from the Ministry and 
have even caused families to 
abandon their homes in order 
to seek relief from the noise ef- 
fects. 

Chris Ballard has been Envi- 
ronment Minister since August 
2017, and complaints have 
continued, without resolution. 

Around the world, rural 
communities continue to fight 
back hard eee the great 
wind power fraud. Wherever 
wind farms have appeared and 
the consequences of their in- 
stallation have become clear — 
in Australia, in Germany and 
the U.K, as well as in Ontario - 
locals have risen up to take ac- 
tion against the often-unwar- 
ranted, unreliable, and 
un-wanted intrusion of wind 
farms into their farmlands, in 
the face of false promises 
about GHG reductions and 
less costly electrical energy. 

Their anger extends to gov- 
ernments and government- 
backed developers which have 
supported their approval and 
installation. 

Apparently, instead of falling 
in love with wind turbines, the 
moment there’s an opportu- 
nity to get rid of them, commu- 
nities can’t move too quickly.

sy moth caterpillars 
eine trees, Miscic- 
sauga conducted an aer- 
ial spray program this 
week. 

Homes in Wards 1, 2 
6, 7, 8 and 11 receive 
sprays designed to pre- 
vent infestation, via heli- 
copters flying over the 
target areas early in the 
morning using a natu- 
rally-occurrin bac- 
terium, which is only 
harmfaul against the 
moths. 

The program contin- 

ues through tomorrow, 
and is contingent on the 
caterpillar hatches being 
as close to 100 per cent 
capacity as possible. 
_ Jamie Ferguson, who 
is spearheading the spray 
project said that even 
when that conditions is 
met, the spraying is con- 
ditional on the weather. 

As a result of the cru- 
cial conditions, the ae 
had been schedule 48 
hours in advance in 
order to accurately ad- 
here to required condi- 


structed by the City's Ac- 
cessibility Planning Team, 
in collaboration with the 
Staff Accessibility Re- 
source Team and the Ac- 
cessibility Advisory 
Committee.
